Full of Patriotism aiid Free 


From Bitterness. 


BUFFALO, August 24.— From dawn to 


darkness and from twilight to midnight, 
tlie great gathering of the Grand Army 
of the Kopnblic waxed greater and 
grander. The weather has been all that 
could be wished for. The Grand Army 
has turned out in greater numbers ~lEan 
before at a national encampment and 
this is true also of the ex-priaonera of 
war association and the naval veter- 
ans and the woman's auxiliary bodies. 


Just as the songs of victory floated up 


from the triumphant hosts of Sherman 
as they marched to the sea, eo from the 
old soldiera gathered in Buffalo swells 
up a mighty mingling of thankfulness, 
of happiness and of joy. From early 
morning until late at night Main street 
wae crowded. Scores of them brought 
bands and tow, indeed, had no music. 


The features of the day were the ar- 


rival of President McKinley, accompan- 
ied by Secretary Alger and Governor 
Black of New York, the banquet to the 
President this evening and the parade 
of tho uaval veterans aud ex-prisoners 
of war this morning. During Hie duy

COUNTY 
GOVERNMENT ACT. 


Another Flaw Discovered in Its 


Provisions. 


HIVEKSIOI;, August 24. — Another hole 


was knocked iu tlio couuty government 
law of 1897 today by Judge Ballard of 
Orange county, Bitting for Judge Noyeo 
of this county. The decision waa ren- 
dered in the caae of County Recorder 
K. H. Gruell, who sued the couuty to 
recover money due for copying records. 
The new law provided that the recorder 
of thUucoouty etiould .receive $100 a 
month salary and 5 coots a tMo for copy- 
ing. Tbe eupervleore refused to pay the 
bill for copying and the caae was taken 
into court by the recorder. 


Judge Ballard considers that the law, 


GO far as it applies to the recorder's case, 
wan special legislation and therefore 
void. The grounds for the decision are 
that the law provided thrt the terras of 
the law applying to the recorder went 
into effect on the passage of the law 
while in the case of otber county officers 
the changes affecting them do not be- 
come operative until after their terme 
expire.

ck of comprehension or, whm ia in- 
aitely worse—malicious intentio .*. 
Now thia being the situation, and

philanthropist 
must 


cknowledge this truth, wouiii it r^ot be 
lolitic and prudent to give those who 
ilaim the ability of curing tbo ills of 
uffertng humanity, both a bearing and 
a chance to prove the efficacy of their 
remedy V If you desire to extinguieh a 
Ire it is certainly poor policy to cover it 
up; for such a course will cause it to 
smolder until a favorable opportunity 
causes it to break out with new viru- 
ence. The beet way of trying the mer- 
le of a method is to put it to an experi- 
mental test, and it is for this reaeon that 
every true lover of hie race should ftt 
east assume the position of ne:i!r,il:ty 
in reference to Mr. Debs' new plan, in 
case his convictions forbid an active par- 
ticipation. I trust that each will be tbe 
course of the people of Fresno county.
